illness of Siznor Crispi, who was 
born on Oct. 4, 1819, at Ribera, 
Sicily. He is a combination of 
lawyer, soldier, and statesman, 
His early aspirations for the realis- 
ation of Italian unity prompted 
him to take an active part in the 
revolutionary movement of 1848, 
when the kingdom of the Sicilies 
was overthrown. He played a 
prominent part in the Palermo 
Insurrection ; but after the victory 
gained by the Swiss regiments he 
fled to France. In 1859 and 16) 
he organised the new Sicilion 
levolution, and, fighting with 
Garibaldi as a simple soldier, 
became а Minister, in which 
capacity he paved the way for 
the annexation of the Two Sicilies 
to the kingdom of Italy. He was 
returned to the first Italian Parlia- 
ment in 1861 for Palermo, and in a short time became the 
Leader of the Constitutional Opposition. In 1837 he was 
made Minister of the Interior, then becoming President of 
Couneil and Foreign Minister. His Ministry was defeated 
in 1891, and he resigned. In power again in 1894, he was 
defeated in 1896. Under his leadership conditions gradu- 


ally improved.

ARRIVAL HOME OF “B.-P.” 


ORD SALISBURY introduced on July 26 
the Bill making provision for the King's 
new title in the House of Lords. **It

The 
object of the Bill was therefore not to fix the 
title, but to empower the King to choose his 
own by issuiug a Proclamation as to his style 
and title six months after the Act. 


The Probable Title, 
Lord Salisbury announced, would be as follows : 


MAJOR-GENERAL BADEN-POWELL, WHO HAS SECURED A PROMINENT 
PLACE IN THE MEMORY OF THE BRITISH PEOPLE. 


* Edward VII., by the grace of God of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and of 
all the British Dominions beyond the Seas, King, 
Defender of the Faith, Emperor of India." There 
was no fear, said his Lordship, that any change 
would be met with doubt or with aversion.

All of a sudden, Miss Trow 
turned and said, ‘What a view!’ As she said 
this she seemed to Jose her nerve, and slipped. 
She dragged with her on the rope Dr. Black and 
then Miss Bell. All three went sliding down on 
the treacherous surface of the ice. I had just 
time to dig my ice-axe into the ice as the rope 
tightened. It came on me with a terrific jerk, 
and all but cut my body in two. I looked round 
and saw that we were all hanging over an abyss. 
For two minutes I kept my hold. You can 
judge how terrible the strain was, but it was 
to sheer life that I clung. Then at last my 
strength gave way. Instantly I was torn away 
and flung 40ft. in the air. I felt nothing more." 
The party coming behind saw the catastrophe at 
close quarters. The two gentlemen ran to give 
aid, forgetting they were on the rope. Maquignuz 
instantly threw the rope over a rock, and pre- 
vented a second catastrophe, as the gentlemen 
would certainly have slipped on the place where 
they had fallen. When other helpers arrived 
and expected to find only corpses, they heard a 
shout, * We are not all killed’?! It was the 
guide Carrel, who wns on his feet below the rocks 
with his coat wrapped round his head. He was 
partly stunned and unconscious. Efforts were 
made to revive him, when another cry was heard 
close at hand. Then Miss Trow was found, barely 
injured.

Accident to Bugler Dunne. 

A despatch from Cape Town states that while

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The Floods. 


The thunderstorm that burst over London 
on July 25 was the most severe experienced for 
many years. When the lightning broke the 
clouds, the downpour of rain was torrential, and 
did great damage in many parts of the Metro- 
polis. The most serious effect of the storm, as 
far as London was concerned, was an alarming 
inundation of the railway lines. About two 
miles of the Great Northern system between 
Holloway and King's Cross Stations and a con- 
siderable section of the Metropolitan Railway 
were flooded to such sn extent that all traffic 
was suspended. The cause of the flood was 
stated to be the bursting of the main sewers in the 
Copenhagen tunnel, not far from King's Cross 
Station. Hundreds of tons of black water 
poured out of the tunnel into the open near 
the Great Northern goods dept, swept like 
a river over eight lines of rails, aud into the 
three tunnels which terminate at King's Cross 
Station. The immediate result was. that no 
trains could either go out of or come into King’s 
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RESIGNATION, 


Cross Station, and traffic on the Underground as | exhausted porter, became dreadfully angry, and 


far as Farringdon Street was also stopped. 
When the flood began to subside, the per- 
manent way at King’s Cross Station presented 
an extraordinary spectacle. No rails were to be 
seen,

to Earl Roberts the sum of £100,000.”

The depu- 
tution consisted of the Countess of Aberdeen, Lord 
Strathcona, Mrs. T. F. Wilson, secretary of the National 
Council of Women of Canada, Mrs. Learmont, treasurer of 
the National Council, and Mrs. Edward Griffiths, president 
of the Local Couneil of Women.

'The whole island of 
Mauritius is given up to producing sugar for export, the 
common necessaries of life having to be imported. The 
piincipal trade of the island із with India. Its abrupt 
coa-ts are surrounded by reefs, the interior being moun- 
tainous and thickly wooded. Situated in the hurricane 
región, it is from December to April subjected to most 
devastating storms. No better month could have been 
chosen for the visit to this unique point in His Maujesty's 
dominions, as the weather is comparatively cool and there 
is no danger of hurricanes. 


The "Niobe" and "Diadem" will be detached 
from the Channel Squadron immediately the manceuvres 
are ended, and sent to 86.

New Zealand and Fiji.—The interesting group of 
islands in the South Pacific Ocean is once more occupying 
attention. Accord ng to a Morning Post correspondent, 
recent intelligence from Fiji is not reassuring, It is 
believed that Mr. Seddon, the Premier of New Zealand, 
proposes to ask the Imperial Government to institute an 
Inquiry regarding the condition of affairs in the Crown 
C.lony. The representative referred to thinks “the time 
has come for Fiji to be incorporated with New Zealand, and 
it is evident that the majority of the inhabitants favour 
the proposal. Nothing could be more advact:geous for 
Fiji than that this incorporation should take place, and 
nothing cou'd be better for the Empire generally. It would 
m.terially strengthen our hands in the Pacific, and at the 
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same time increase the. importance of New Zealand. It is, 
therefore, to be hoped that Mr. Seddon's proposal will not 
only be granted, but'that the Imperial Parliament will not 
hesitate to adopt the conclusion which it may be assumed 
the commissioners will reach. It is useless to send out 
commissions to the Pacific, as we have done over and over 
again in the past, without taking the slightest notice of the 
recommendations contained in the subsequent reports. At 
any rate, it will not do to allow things to go as they are at 
the present time in Fiji.” 


The Inhabitants o:cupy somewhat of a central 
position between. the black populations (Melanesians) 
and the large brown (Polynesians). The aborigines 
seem to have been decideily Melanesians, who have 
been modified by contact with Polynesian intruders, 
especially from Tonga. Consequently they nowadays 
exhibit every shade of transition between the two 
types--black colour and frizzy hair predominating in the 
western group, and brown and lank hair in the eastern. 
Generally a large, muscular race, the Fijians, though at 
ope time designated cannibals, show more brain power 
than any other portion of the South Sea Islanders. The 
language, which belongs to the Malayo-Polynesian family, 
has (оеп dialects, of which four have been reduced to 
writing by the missionaries who have visited the islands,

George Thomas Michael O’Brien, K.C.M.G., who has held 
the position since 1897. The salary is £20°0 per annum, 
with an additional £300 for being High Commi sioner for 
the Western Pacifle. Sir George was born in 1:44, the son 
of the late Bishop of Ossory and Ferns. He was educated 
at Westminster School and Trinity College, Cambridge. In 
1890-91 he was Auditor-General in Ceylon, and from 1892 
to 1895 he acted as Colonial Secretary at Hong Kong.

Just now it is а quicker (and less open to 
destruction) method of obtaining news while battles are 
pese. M. Marconi has been responsible for many 
wonderful inventions during his short life, but no skill of 
his has been used to better purpose than in inventing a 
portable wirelesstelegraphie apparatus. 'This should prove 
of immense service to any army in the field. 


Marconi has succeeded in constructing a complete 
wire'ess telegruphie inst lation on a steam motor-car. 


In our Illustration is given a viet of the car, on 
the roof of which is placed a cylinder. This can be 
lowered when travelling, as it is only 18 ft. high, and by 
this means communication has been carried out with a 
syntonised system over a distance of thirty-six miles. For 
transmitting is used a 2)-centimétre spark-induction coil, 
worked by accumulators, and taking about 100 watts.

A Poultry Note. 


It is sometimes the case that a broody hen at the com- 
mencement of sitting will refuse to eat even if she be 
lifted from the nest. But, beyond leaving food and water 
within reach, it is not advisable to interfere with her; two 
or three days’ starving does not do any harm to well-fed 
fowls, in fact it is beneficial. Several mothers and broods 
will run amicably together on a very large run, but there 
would be friction in a small, wired-in place, even if the 
hens were used to each other's society previous to 
becoming possessors of a brood. Chickens should not be 
turned into a run with adult fowls unless the run is prac- 
tically unlimited, and they can be fed apart from adults. 
But it is much better for their welfare if they are allowed 
to run by themselves until they are at least six months 
old. Hens are generally averse to the introduction of a 
stranger of the same sex into their run, but if a male bird 
be among them he will generally keep the peace. When a 
new hen is purchased she should be placed in a pen within 
sight of, and close to, the fowls with which she will event- 
ually have to run; and she should be kept there for a week 
or ten days, so that the other birds may be accustomed to 
her.

The presence of blood in eggs is an indication that there 
is something wrong with the bird or birds that uced 
the eggs. hen blood appears in the yolk it is the result 
ofa te of а blocd-vessel in the ovarium, and when in 
the white it is from'à vessel in the oviduct; such may be 
caused by overfeeding, by cold and damp weather, by the 
abuse of stimulating condiments, and ғо forth. The 
treatment is simple. Give the birds some Epsom salts in 
their drinking-water—enot to produce a saline taste— 
and feed the fowls sparing y; let them have plenty of | 
it and fresh green food. If this fail to cure, add a | 
rachm of tincture of iron to each quart of drinking-water. 


Salt for Pigs.

There is, perhaps, nothing that is more necessary to the | 
maintenance of health in animals than sodium chloride, or | 
common salt. In the blood of all animals sodium is found | 
in eomparatively large quantities, and, therefore, for the 
proper maintenance of good health it is necessary that a 
certain amount of sodium chloride should be assimilated in 
the daily food. It is found that an over-abundance of 
potassium eliminates the salt in the blood, to pass as 
urine; therefore, when feeling foods rich in potassium— 
such as peas, beans, potatoes, ete.—care must taken to 
supply a sufficiency of salt. It is, however, almost as 
dangerous to be too liberal as to be too sparing, as an excess 


out through the sweat-glandsand the kidneys, will frequently 
roduce trouble by throwing too much work on the kidneys. 
is is especially not ceable in the case of pigs, which have 
but very few sweat-glands, and those congregated around 
thesnout. In our experience, we found the best method 
of supplying salt to pigs to be by placing a small quantity 
of salt and ashes mixed in their pens, or in a small box 
in the yard. The pigs run in when they can, and will help 
themselves to a sufficiency. In the case of fattening pigs, 
however, it is sometimes advisable to mix a small quantity |

There are numerous varieties of apple-trees suitable for |

they are divided into three classes: (1) Those of which the 
fruit ripens in August and not later than the middle of 
September. (2) Those of which the fruit, while attaining 
maturity in October, completes in the barn its fibal stage 
of ripeness towards the middle of November. This 1s, 
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rhaps, the most valuable group. (3) Those of which the 
ruit, removed from the tree in November, before maturity 
and before the frosts, only attains ripeness in the barn after 
remaining there for a period varying from the month of 
December to the month of February. Table apples must 
always be rigorously excluded, as they do not contain the 
necessary elements for the making of good cider. The fruit, 
when gathered, ought to be placed under cover in a well- 
aired shed, in piles 12in. or 15in. high, so as to prevent it 
from becoming heated, and at the same time to protect it 
from the effects of frost. The apples must be perfectly 
matured before being crushed, but they must not be over- 
ripe, and all rotten apples must be carefully excluded. 
Ap ее рей into the crushing-mill shortly after being 
g ered produce a cider of inferior taste, strength, and 
eeping qualities. The next step is to thoroughly crush the 
fruit, and for this purpose a hand-mill is generally used in 
Calvados of the pattern of which an illustration is annexed. 
The crushing terminated, the pulp is collected into un- 
covered vats or tubs, and exposed to the air for about 
fifteen hours.

They did very well indeed for a time, 
but never really flourished. Since then I have never given 
them a trial, but I know they can be successfally grown if 
the soil to which they are transplanted is made as near like 
that in which they were grown as is possible.
